signs farm 
measure

ident Nixon signed into law today a 
three-year farm bill which includes 
the first ceiling ever imposed on 
federal crop subsidies. 
Th lengthy measure, which goes 
into effect with 1971 crops, includes 
a series of redesigned 1971-73 price 
support programs for grains and 
cotton. 
The price support programs are 
coupled 
with 
a 
flexible 
new 
administration-designed “ set aside’* 
s y s t e m 
f o r 
h o l d i n g 
d o w n 
overproduction of crops. 
The subsidiary ceilings — $55,000 
annual paym ents to any one farmer 
for cotton, wheat, and feed grains 
—will affect only about 1,100 of the 
nation’s nearly three million farm s. 
Most of those (about 950» are cotton 
producers. 
The administration claim ed the 
new 
support and 
control 
plans, 
which deemphasize the role of the 
old farm parity formula in fixing 
support prices, will give farm ers 
more operating freedom plus better 
income with less dependence on 
government aid. 
In signing the bill, Nixon said that 
unlike major farm bills of the past, 
the m easure 
was a 
product of 
b ipartisan 
coo p era tio n , 
with 
R e p u b l i c a n s 
and 
D e m o c r a t s 
working together for passage. 
“ F a r m e r s 
w i l l 
h a v e 
the 
opportunity to move away from 
frozen acreages on feed grains, 
wheat and cotton toward a wider 
choice of crops,” Nixon said. “ With 
this 
greater 
flexibility 
to 
m eet 
im m ediate market needs, farm ers 
can use their resources to produce 
their 
m ost favorable crops and 
make more efficient use of the land. 
“One important result should be 
broader m arkets for 
U.S. 
farm 
products at home and overseas. ” 
Critics, however, charged that the 
legislation would cut farm income 
and

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Weary Pope Paul hailed 
on arrival in Sydney 


SYDNEY, Australia <UPI»- A 
weary Pope Paul VI received a 
tumultuous 
welcom e 
today 
in 
Sydney, and as the day wore on he 
appeared to draw strength from the 
crowds. His weary sm ile becam e a 
broad grin and cheers brought him 
bouncing to his feet. 
A crowd of 3,000 —far below the 
expected 25,000 —waited for hours 
at Sydney airport to greet him when 
he flew in from Leulomega, Western 
Samoa. He ignored strict security 
precautions brought about by an 
attem pt on his life in Manila and 
waded into the crowd to shake hands 
and offer his blessing. 
In Sydney there were thousands of 
persons packed shoulder to shoulder 
in the streets in front of Town Hall 
for the official welcom e by Lord 
Mayor Em m ett M cDermott, garbed 
in his ermine robes of office and 
official chain. The welcom e more 
than made up for the sparse crowd 
at the airport, and by the tim e the 
Pope retired for the night police 
estim ated 
700,000 
persons 
had 
turned out to see him. 
The contrast between the poor 
South Pacific island of Western 


Samoa and the affluent continent of 
Australia was as sharp as night and 
day. 
In Samoa he appealed to the world 
to 
send 
more 
m issionaries 
to 
preach, 
teach and heal 
in such 
regions where the need for both 
spiritual and m aterial aid is great. 
In Australia, on the other hand, the 
73-year-old Pope warned that too 
much wealth has its dangers. 


When he left Manila on Sunday the 
Pope drove into a squalid, muddy 
slum that even police dare not enter 
and talked with a poor fam ily there. 
In Western Samoa he drove past 
open sided houses with grass roofs 
and a chair or two as the only 
furniture. 
In 
Sydney 
he 
p assed 
the 
manicured 
suburban 
houses 
and 
wellstocked stores that throw this 
nation into sharp contrast with its 
Asian neighbors. 
The 
Pope 
said 
the 
primary 
purpose of his coming to Australia 
was to join in a m eeting of bishops of 
Australia and Oceania, as sim ilarly 
he had joined a conference of Asian 
bishops in Manila.

Instead, the governor outlined a 
four-point cost-cutting program to 
erase the red ink, which included a 
hiring freeze and possible future 
layoff of state em ployes. 
At a news conference attended by 
an estim ated 250 persons including 
new sm en 
and 
state 
officials, 
Reagan and state Finance Director 
Verne 
Orr 
said 
lower 
revenue 
collections and higher expenditures 
in welfare and Medi-Cal caused the 
$150 million deficit. 
Orr said the state will collect $60 
million less this year than expected 
from 
its 
various 
taxes, 
while 
welfare 
and 
Medi-Cal 
paym ents 
“ soared by about $90 million from 
our June estim ate. ” 
“ Let m e say I am unalterably 
opposed to solving this problem by 
increasing taxes,” Reagan, who won 
re-election Nov. 3 to a second four- 
year term , told newsmen. 
Orr, 
the 
Republican 
chief 
executive’s chief fiscal adviser, then 
l i s t e d 
t h e 
four 
s t e p s 
the 
administration planned to balance 
Reagan’s $6.6 billion state budget. 
“Vacancies occurring 
through 
retirem ent, 
resignation or death 
will not be filled,” Orr said. 
But he added: “ While we are 
planning no m ass layoffs, I cannot in 
good conscience assure you that all 
our problems can be m et through 
attrition, nor can I assure you that 
there will be absolutelv no layoffs. ” 
Reagan at the start of his first 
term initiated a “ cut, squeeze and 
trim ” policy to decrease spending. 
State 
Controller 
Houston 
I. 
Flournoy reported over the weekend 
that the state’s financial picture is 
“ quite gloom y” and reflects the 
overall sagging economy. 
He said cash receipts in July 
through 
October 
totaled 
$1.07 
billion, or $16.5 million lower than a 
year ago. The income drop reflected 
“ the downtrend in general business 
conditions, ” the controller said. 
General fund spending for the 
sam e four-month period was $1.49 
billion, $155.29 m illion ahead of a 
year ago. 
State Finance Director Verne Orr 
reported last week that the General 
Fund—the sta te’s cashbox—would 
probably wind up with a surplus of 
only $1.8 m illion at the end of the 
fiscal year. This contrasted with an 
estim ate last June 30 that the figure 
would be $144.78 m illion.

One is tempted to 
throw away, unopened, any large brown envelope that 
shows up. I was especially glad this morning that I don’t 
give in to this temptation. In one such envelope was a re­ 
quest to tell readers about a new service offered by the 
Bureau of Education for the Handicapped. 
Any parent of a handicapped child can tell you that after 
asking themselves, “ How do I help my child? 
their sec­ 
ond question is, usually asked after several sessions with 
a pediatrician, “ Now, where do we go from here?” 
There are many aid programs and services available 
but heretofore the information has been so scattered, so 
hard to come by, that it was almost impossible for parents, 
teachers, doctors or friends to discover exactly what it 
was and where it was. Life can become a series of irustra- 
tions, lost time and wasted effort while the child waits— 
sometimes with tragic results.

The bureau’s new computerized central source in Wash­ 
ington DC., can now make life easier. Anyone can get 
information by writing: CLOSER LOOK, Box 1492, Wash­ 
ington, D.C. 20013. Include in your letter the name of the 
child, his handicap, age and school attended. 
The Department of Health, Education and Welfare esti­ 
mates that 15 per cent of American school children are 
handicapped in some way. And this brings up another Q u e s ­ 
tion. Who is going to teach children who need special at- 


*eObviously, there is a great need for teachers—HEW says 
300 000 are needed. Financial assistance is available for 
those who want to have a career with a challenge. 
Nobody is suggesting that such a career is an easy one. 
One acquaintance of mine left her field of speech therapy 
because she felt she simply did not have the patience re­ 
quired to work with children. She is now doing a fine job 
with another social agency—one where her contacts are 
mainly with the elderly. Another acquaintance was a teach- 


er of the deaf and he left for work he found less strenuous. 
Certainly nowhere in the field is there a place for the 
emotionally immature. Frankly, I don t think those who 
vaguely mutter, “ I just want to help people,” have a place 
here either. 
Some time ago, as a volunteer, I gave swimming instruc­ 
tions to mentally retarded children. I have never had a job 
that was so physically exhausting. Also, I ’ve never had 
a job I found so rewarding in so many ways. (When I read 
not long ago about a group of retarded English children 
being asked to leave a beach because “ they weren’t physi­ 
cally attractive,” 1 thought of my students and how mar­ 
velously beautiful they were as they splashed and swam.) 
The point is, if you want a job that means something, 
one that returns more to you than you give to it, then you 
can get information by writing: Division of Training Pro­ 
grams, Bureau of Education for the Handicapped, Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, Office of Educa­ 
tion, Washington, D.C. 20202.

know, newborns will extend 
their hands toward objects 
which they apparently see 
and sometimes will touch 
and will grasp them. But 
that could be an accidental 
part of the usual excited 
thrashing about of infants. 
Drs.

Bower 
of 
Edinburgh University and 
J.M. Broughton and M.K. 
Moore of Harvard began 
their experiments with five 
babies who were six to 11 
days old. 
One at a time, they were 
made comfortable on their 
backs, beneath a suspended 
brightly colored ball within 
easy reaching distance.

CLEVELAND-! NEA ) - I n 
two long, long months, the 
Cleveland Cavaliers have be­ 
come pro basketball’s an­ 
swer to the old New York 
Mets. They started their first 
NBA season with all the ve­ 
locity of a jammed rifle, los­ 
ing their first 15 games, and 
now

But. like Adolph 
Rupp, he is still a coach and, 
submerged behind the comic 
exterior, is a Ruppian aver­ 
sion to losing. "Deep down. 
I’ve never been more un­ 
happy in my entire life.” 
Fitch confessed.

From Russia, 
Without Love 


Jimmy Stewart Keeps Eye 
For New Movie in a Bottle 


By LEE MUELLER 


PARIS (NEAi 
Considerable fuss was created in the press re c e n tly 
when the Soviet Union chose to kick out of its confines a 
United States newsman. 
Not a word was said later when another of its members 
—in a less publicized incident—was kicked out of Russia 
before he ever got in. 
The man from the news magazine got the boot because 
he allegedly got politically involved. On the other hand. 
I have not the slightest interest in politics, Russian or 
otherwise. My passion is trumpeter swans and. failing 
that, people. 
‘ Can’t you see what a great series it would make?" 
I asked my boss. ‘‘A national poll says only 73 of every 
500 Americans can name more than two cities in the 
Soviet Union. Think how little we must know of its people, 
their way of life, their hopes, their dreams. 
"Send me to Russia and I’ll spend a week with a com­ 
mon, everyday Russian family. We’ll play golf together 
and afterwards sit in the clubhouse and drink vodka, play 
poker and lie. On Saturday and Sunday, we can lounge 
around the living room and drink beer and watch the 
college and pro football games on television. Maybe 
they’ll even take me to church with them. Wouldn’t that 
be great! I’ve never taken communion with vodka. . . 
The boss looked up, sleepily. “How many cities can 
you name in the Soviet Union?” he asked. 
He let me go, anyway. 
In order to get into Russia, one must have a visa. And 
in order to get a visa, one must apply, in writing, to a 
Soviet Consulate. Since my trip to Great Britain was 
imminent, a travel agent friend suggested that I apply 
in London. 
“Whatever you do,” he warned, “don’t tell them you’re 
a newspaperman. Tell them you’re a woodcarver or a 
blacksmith.” 
I called to make an airline reservation to Moscow. 
“Do you have a visa?” the man asked. “Of course not." 
I answered. “The Russians require that you have con­ 
firmed transportation into and out of their country before 
they’ll grant a visa. I’ll apply for that in London.” 
The airline agent hesitated. “I think you're being opti­ 
mistic,” he said, “I’ve heard it takes months for news­ 
papermen to get visas.” 
“I’m not going to tell them I’m a newspaperman.” 
I said. “I’m going to tell them I ’m a blacksmith.” 
There was an uncomfortable silence. “All I know,” he 
said, finally, “is that the Russians have unbelievable 
resources for checking up on this sort of thing. There 
have been cases where newsmen lied about their pro­ 
fessions and were let into the Soviet Union. Some of 
them have never come out again. As far as we know, 
they’re in Siberia somewhere filling salt shakers.” 
“Siberia?” I asked, writing the name down. 
In London, I decided against lying. Wherever it was. 
Siberia did not sound like a nice place. The stern-faced 
lady at the Intourist agency in Oxford Circus picked up 
my application. 
“Come in Friday and collect your visa,” she said. Then 
she began reading . . . “Occupation: Writer.” She looked 
up, grimly (Russians are very grim). “You’ll never get 
a visa,” she said.

English facade and its great flaring* 
eagle, has managed to take on the 
coloration of the neo-Georgian and 
late Victorian environment. 
In the Strand, in Pall Mall and St. 
Ja m es’s Street those strongholds of 
the establishment, the clubs with 
the 
great 
names 
dedicated 
to 
masculine superiority, have a solid, 
secluded look as thought nothing had 
changed. 
The time has long since passed 
when the boast was that the sun 
never set on Britain’s possessions. 
But the illusion can be kept alive in 
these redoubts that were the proud 
center of empire. 
In Picadilly the early dark has 
come down. On the illuminated front 
o f 
F o r t n u m 
and 
M a s o n ’ s 
m echanized 
golden 
C hristm as 
angels are playing viols and blowing 
trumpets. 
The 
big 
department 
stores 
have 
broken 
out 
with 
Christmas trees strung with colored 
lights. 
Farther along where the theaters 
flash out their wares the hippies 
crowd the walks. Every kind of 
bizarre dress — Indians, Russian 
cossacks, coats of fur that no animal 
would own up to, sloppy jeans, long 
hair — this is the masquerade of the 
young 
everywhere. 
They 
seem 
brash, full of their own impiortance, 
yet g(K)d natured enough. 
Then into Trafalgar Square where 
Lord Nelson on his column was the 
sign and symbol of empire, the 
victor in the sea battle that sealed 
the beginning of the century of pax 
Britannica. Tonight the fountains 
catch the light, the crowds are as 
free as birds, the illuminated facade 
of the National Gallery has an 
ancient, reassuring look. 
The homeward rush has begun. On 
a Friday evening the lines of stalled 
traffic extend for blocks, the escape 
for the long weekend, the sacred 
weekend. But not a honk, hardly a 
beep. Courtesy, civility, patience, 
patience, patience. This is the rule, 
the almost universal rule, which 
makes life on this crowded island 
not just 
tolerable 
but pleasant, 
agreeable. 
Whitehall has a nightime look, the 
big, square government buildings 
emptied. In Downing Street two 
bobbies chat amiably before the 
door of 
No. 10 and across the 
narrow street a half-dozen people, 
visitors from the provinces, stand 
looking for a while as though they 
expected 
the prime minister to 
come out at any moment. 
Security, 
safety, 
surveillance, 
guards? There it is, two bobbies 
exchanging 
small 
talk. 
For 
the 
American 
visitor 
this 
is 
the 
remarkable difference — No sense 
of fear, of danger around the next 
corner. The evening papers have the 
usual sensational headlines — a 
jewel 
robbery 
in 
Bond 
Street 
organized with American gangster­ 
like efficiency; 
a school for sex 
p erv erts, 
with 
a 
half-dozen 


offenders against children in the 
dock. 
But 
these 
are 
shockers quite 
outside 
the 
norm. 
They 
seem 
impossibly remote from Parliam ent 
Square, quieting down as the rush 
subsides. 
The face of Big Ben shining high in 
the 
tower 
is as permanent, 
as 
reassuring as the moon, and the 
sound as it strikes the hours is part 
of the world we want to believe in — 
those broadcasts when London was 
burning 
and Churchill came on 
preceded by Big Ben’s authentic 
voice. 
They are about to lock the gates of 
Victoria Tower gardens where the 


sweepers with twih. brooms have 
been gathering up the leaves. The 
office blocks along Millbank are 
dark. There is the Thames, rich with 
history and undoubtedly, too, with 
every kind of pollution. No m atter, 
as the lights from both banks throw 
a sheen on the water. 
The harsh critics at home and 
abroad talk about little 
England, 
about unwillingness to work, about 
cradle-to-the-grave security, about 
lack of incentives. But it happens in 
this interval to be the pleasantest 
city in the world, and civilized is the 
word for it.

Gadgets vs man 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The 
importance of the Soviet 
automatic lunar vehicle is not that 
it’s a scientific breakthrough which 
moves them into the lead in space. 
For it isn’t. 
I t 
d o e s n t 
compare with what 
the 
United 
States 
has accomplished in 
twice placing astro­ 
nauts on the moon. 
But 
the feat is 
significant all 
the 
same. 
For it seems to in­ 
dicate that Soviet 
space policymakers 
have learned a 
lesson 
which 
our own 
National 
A e r o n a u t i c s 
a nd 
S p a c e 
Administration has not yet learned 
— that the most practical way to 
explore space for the immediate 
future, 
at any rate, 
is through 
unmanned scientific gadgetry, and 
not with man. 
This gadgets-vs-manned - flight 
fight is now raging full force within 
NASA. 
As of today, the group in control is 
convinced that man-in-space must 
be 
the 
core 
of 
the 
American 
program. 
This decision is being 
fought 
vigorously, 
but 
so 
far 
unsuccessfully, 
Dy a 
determined 
group of men who, at a drop of a 
slide rule, will scratch hundreds of 
equations on the blackboards that 
line NASA’s office cubicles (for 
scientists), 
proving 
that 
almost 
anything man can do that needs 


doing, gadgets can do — for a lot 
less cost. 
To a m ajor degree, of course, this 
reflects 
a 
m ajor 
difference 
of 
opinion on “ what is worth doing” 
now. 


The 
gadget 
men 
favor prime 
emphasis on developing immediate 
practical uses of space — weather 
forecasting, geological surveying, 
monitoring crop diseases and forest 
fires, 
mineral exploration, 
flood 
prediction 
and 
television 
and 
general communications — all these 
for earth. 
The want to step-up in tornado, 
cyclone 
and 
hurricane 
watching 
from space to provide the advance 
w arnings 
needed 
to 
prevent 
tragedies of the magnitude Pakistan 
is now suffering. 
As for the moon and the planets, 
the gadget men 
would seek the 
basic scientific date that unmanned 
probes, 
sensors 
and 
automatic 
vehicles could gather. 
Both in the Soviet Union and in the 
United States, the costs of space 
travel have become so great, and 
other national needs so pressing, 
that each space dollar (or ruble) 
must 
be 
spent 
where 
it 
will 
accomplish the most. 
The Russians are now spending 
more on space than we are. If, in 
addition, they use their rubles more 
economically 
than 
we 
use 
our 
dollars, the United States, now well 
ahead in space, nevertheless, can 
find itself in second place a decade 
hence.
